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New Action Group 
celebrates diversity 

There's a new group in Town, that seeks to reflect, explore 
and celebrate Bradford West Gwillimbury’s ethnic and 
cultural diversity. 

Ever since the 1950s, Bradford has been recognized as 
one of the most diverse communities in Ontario - back 
then, matched only by Toronto. Now, there is a new BWG 
Diversity Action Group, established to help achieve a 
community "which recognizes and values the uniqueness 
of each individual and their culture,” and encourages 
residents to embrace and celebrate diversity. 

The Group launches its first initiative this Saturday, 

March 14, at the Bradford Public Library. In honour 
of the International Day for the Elimination of Racial 
Discrimination, March 21, an Interactive Map is being set 
up at the Bradford Library, 425 Holland St. West. Residents 
are invited to indicate their geographical roots on the map, 
to help create awareness of how ethnically and culturally 
diverse the community really is. 

The Map will be at the Library until March 23. 

The BWG Diversity Action Group is also hosting a 
contest for youth ages 10-15, and adults (16 and older). 

The challenge: to write an essay, entitled "What Diversity 
Means to Me.” There will be prizes for the winners. 

Other initiatives will include a display in the Library 
display case, highlighting the various holidays occurring 
between March and lune, and input from residents is 
welcomed, to ensure a good representation of BWG’s 
rich cultural background. Other programs and events 
are planned, to recognize diversity, and contribute to an 
environment of inclusivity and acceptance. 

“Bradford is fortunate to have residents from a variety 
of backgrounds and experiences who contribute to our 
community," said Councillor Raj Sandhu. “I’m proud to be 
involved with this Action Group, and look forward to future 
events to celebrate diversity.” 

In fact, before he was elected to Council, Sandhu 
approached then-Police Chief Bruce Davis, about the need 
for a Diversity committee, to help bridge barriers between 
new residents and police, and increase the cultural 
sensitivity of officers. “He was very open to the idea but... 
nothing came of it.” 

It wasn’t until new South Simcoe Police Chief Rick Beazley 
came on board that a BWG Diversity group was launched,

women are, said guest Mikki Nanowski. “It’s important to 
take that moment and say yes, let's enjoy ourselves. Let’s 
sit together as women and talk about the issues that are 
important to us - and to have 
someone wait on us, for a change." 

The evening was for ladies of 
all ages. While they relaxed and 
mingled, men played the role of 
servers - including Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Mayor Rob Keffer, 
looking sharp in a white button- 
up, and Councillors Ron Orr, Gary 
Baynes and Raj Sandhu. 

Mayor Keffer said that even 
though his role at the event 
was something new for him, he 
thought it was a great way to 
celebrate the accomplishments of 
women in Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

“It’s great to be able to come and help serve, and just be 
able to let the women enjoy themselves, and for the men to 
look after bringing the food out to tables and helping out 
any way we can,” Mayor Keffer said. 

In addition to the dinner, raffles, fashion show and music, 
the event was an opportunity for women to meet, and 
mingle. Jennifer Peixoto, a cashier at Walmart, has attended 
the Women’s Day event for the past 2 years - this year, 
selling cosmetic products by Younique. 

Peixoto said that events like this not only bring awareness 
to the issues surrounding International Women’s Day, 
but to the town of Bradford itself. “A lot of people - like for 
example, my friends here are from Brampton - they come 



and see Bradford. It just gives awareness to Bradford.” 

It also shines a spotlight on local businesses. A highlight 
of the evening was the fashion show, featuring spring and 
summer wear from The Pink Closet, a Bradford store. The 
models were all local women and girls, with make-up and 
hairstyles by Victoria Bourque Beauty Boutique - another 
Bradford business. 

Every year, the event chooses a charity, and donates the 
proceeds of the fundraising raffles. This year, the chosen 
charity was the Kidney Foundation, 
recognizing that one in 10 Canadians 
suffer from kidney disease. 

International Women’s Day was another 
successful evening, bringing the Cultural 
Centre a full house. 

“It is growing a lot. A lot of people still 
don’t know about Women's Day," said Tina 
Pereira, secretary at the PCCB.

BACKGROUND 

A Transportation Master Plan (OPA 17) completed by the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury in 2006 determined that existing traffic capacity was insufficient to 
accommodate projected population growth and future employment development. 
Among the recommendations made to resolve this deficiency was the construction 
of a new interchange at Highway 400 and Line 5. The Town initiated a Schedule ‘C’ 
Municipal Class Environmental Assessment (Class EA) in 2009 to review alternative 
solutions to provide for an interchange at Highway 400 and Line 5. The Municipal 
Class EA process was completed in 2010 resulting in the selection of a preferred 
design concept. 




To move forward to construction, the Town 
of Bradford West Gwillimbury has retained 
the services of URS and the Ainley Group 
to undertake the detailed design of the new 
infrastructure proposed at Highway 400 and 
Line 5. 

Improvements being completed as part of 
this undertaking include the removal and 
replacement of the existing Line 5 bridge at 

Highway 400 to a Pardo A-4 interchange, re-alignment of the North Schomberg River, 
re-alignment of the 5th Sideroad with localized widening to four lanes and re-alignment of 
Coffey Road. This project is being completed with input from the Ministry of Transportation 
and the County of Simcoe to ensure that future requirements are addressed through the 
current design.

Interchange project. Work is to commence immediately and is scheduled to be completed 
by April 30, 2015. This contract is an advancement on tree removal component of the 
overall interchange project in order to conform to regulatory migratory bird regulations. 
The overall Line 5 Interchange Project is scheduled to commence Mid to Late 2015.
